6. Erickson modified by Brookler does not explicitly teach the steps of manipulating 
in said second process said accumulating data at said location corresponding to said 
offset, creating and configuring a shared region of RAM for storing accumulated data, 
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when taken in the context of claims as a whole. Moreover, evidence for the modifying 
the prior art teachings by one of ordinary skill level in the art was not uncovered so as to 
result in the invention as recited in claim 7. 

Erickson modified by Brookler and Cader does not explicitly teach the steps of 
manipulating in said second process said accumulating data at said location 
corresponding to said offset, detecting a previously created shared region of RAM, if a 
shared region of RAM is not detected creating and configuring a shared region of RAM 
for storing accumulated data, when taken in the context of claims as a whole. 
Moreover, evidence for the modifying the prior art teachings by one of ordinary skill level 
in the art was not uncovered so as to result in the invention as recited in claims 1 and 
13.
